In 1837 he mar­ 
ried Miss Mary Maria Merriman, at South­ 
ington, Conn. 
They mov ed to Metrician, 
Conn., where he engaged iu the tinner’s 
trade. 
In 1838 remov ed to Aurora, Ohio, 
and engaged ia the tinner’s and stov e 
hardware business; four years later mov ed 
to Newcastle, Pa., and commenced anew* 
undertak ing, the manufacturing of lin­ 
seed oil. 
Not extensiv ely, only three or 
four barrels p er day. Sev en years p assed 
here and w hile the wheels of business 
were k ep t steadily turning no great v cn 
tures were made. 
In 1849 mov ed to War­ 
ren. Ohio, and built a mill with a ten bar­ 
rel cap acity. Now his steady and safe 
p rincip les of business are beginning to 
count. A good credit is established, the 
cap acity is increased to fifteen barrels p er 
day and soon the sturdy wheel of p ro 
gress is giv en another v igorous turn and 
behold thirty barrels p er day result. Still 
the limit is not reached. The year 1869 
finds him building a mill in Clev eland 
with the cap acity for handling two hun 
dred thousand bushels of seed p er annum. 
Yet it is too slow; this cap acity is doubled 
and four hundred thousand bushels ure 
necessary to k eep the hands at work , and 
with the Warren mill fiv e hundred thous 
and bushels are necessary to feed the 
hungry p resses, and the youth starting 
out in life with four dollars p er month 
has dev elop ed into the business man 
handling nearly a million dollars p er year. 
In 1883 he disp osed of the Clev eland mill 
and doubling the cap acity of the Warren 
mill which now req uires one hundred and 
eighty thousand bushels of seed p er >ear, 
and still the snowy frosts of sev enty* 
sev en years hav e not q uenched the en

ed. The discussion of the fruit q uestion 
being in order, Mr. Buffet made extended 
reniants on his mannerof managing small 
fruits, esp ecially the strawberry; adv oca­ 
ting the malted row system in cultiv ation 
and a good watch up on the p ick ers in the 
fruit season, naming sev eral k inds as be­ 
ing worthy of cultiv ation in this locality, 
p articularly the Crcsent and hharp less. 
The Crcsent being p estilate and the Sharp - 
less staminnte will be lik ely to do well 
p lanted in alternate rows in the same bed. 
Grap e culture was also discussed by Mr. 
Buffet and others, as also the cultiv ation 
of rasp berries nnd black berries without, 
howev er, giv ing any p articular recom­ 
mendation of v arieties to p lant in this lo­ 
cality. 
With regard to grap e culture the 
idea seemed to p rev ail among the mem­ 
bers that the system of p runing grap e 
v ines as heretofore p racticed by those 
who were engaged iu grap e culture to 
any extent had p rov ed disastrous to the 
v ines, and recently the exp eriment lmd 
been made by some of allowing their 
v ines to run at random, abandoning the 
p ractice of p runing altogether, furnish­ 
ing them p lenty of trellis room to run on, 
and this system has thus far giv en the 
best results as to p roduction of fruit. 
D. I). Deck er being p resent was elected 
to membership in the club, and gav e his 
mode of treating the concord grup e v ino 
as decidedly the most successfull with 
him. He furnishes them p lenty of trellis 
room and allows nature to hav e its course, 
and the result is abundance of grap es and 
healthy v ines thus far, and the op inion 
was p rev alent that it might be well to ex­ 
p eriment in grap e culture by the aban­ 
donment of p runing the v ines altogether 
and ullowing them to t ik e the course die 
tated, as those growing wild in the woods 
do, for a few years and seo what the final 
result might p rov e. On the latter clause 
of the q uestion for discussion v iz: “Is it 
adv isable to try to ruise ap p le orchards 
in this locality?” much discussion was 
had p ro and con. Some of the members 
thought that in v iew of the dying condi­ 
tion of ap p le orchards throughout this 
section of the country it was useless to 
sp end money for trees and time in p laat- 
ing and cultiv ation and the use of the 
laud in attemp ting to raise ap p le trees, 
and that the better p olicy for fanners in 
this section is to use the land which they 
would dev ote to ap p le trees in the culti­ 
v ation of other crop s and ap p ly the p ro­ 
ceeds or a p ortion of them to the p ur­ 
chase of ap p les grown in more fav orable 
localities.

CAPTURE OF THE SWORDFISH. 


T he 
H ick ory 
P ole , H a rpoon

The apparatus emplo y ed in the capture 
o f swo rditab, Pro fesso r (Jo o de say s, is 
simple. 
It Is a harpo o n with a detach­ 
able head. 
When the ii.sh is struck the 
head o f the harpo o n remains in the bo dy 
o f the fish, anti carries with it a li^ht 
ro pe, which is either made fast o r held 
by a man in a small bo at, o r is attached 
to so me kind o f buo y , which is to wed 
thro ugh the water by the struggling iish, 
and which murks its whereabo uts after 
death. 
The harpo o n co nsists o f a po le 
fifteen o r sixteen feet in length, usually 
o f hicko ry o r so me o ther hard wo o d, 
ujK)n which the hark lias bo o n left, so 
that the harpo o ner may hav e a firmer 
hand grip. 
This po le is fro m an inch 
and a half to two inches in diameter, 
and at o ne end is pro v ided with an iro n 
ro d o r shank abo ut two feet lo ng and 
fiv e-eighths o f an inch in diameter. 
This shank is fastened to the j k»It* hv 
means o f a co nical o r elo ngated, cuplike 
expansio n at o ne end, which fits o v er the 
sharpened end o f the po le, to winch it is 
secured by screws o r spikes. A light line 
extends fro m o ne end o f the pole* t« i the 
]>o int when* it jo ins the shank, and in 
this line is tied a lo o p, by which is made 
fast ano ther sho rt line, which secures the 
po le to the v essel o r bo at, so that when it 
is thro wn at the fish it canno t Ik* lo st. 
Upo n the end o f the shank fits the head 
o f the harpo o n. 
The entire weight o f thehnrjxio n, po lo , 
shank and head sho uld no t exceed eig h t­ 
een po unds. 
'file line i - fro m 50 to 
150 fatho m s lo ng. 
In additio n to the 
harpo o n, ev ery sw o rdfisherinan carries 
a lance. 
This im plement is precisely 
similar to a w halem an's lance, except 
that it is small* r, co nsisting o f a lanceo ­ 
late blade perhaps o ne inch wide and 
tw o inches lo ng, upo n the end o f a 
shank o f fiv e-eighths inch iro n, perhaps 
tw o o r three feet in length, fastened in 
the o rdinary w ay upo n a po le fifteen to 
eighteen inches in length.

The chapero ne to m to ms an 
appro priate Nauteh acco mpaniment « m a 
drum with his fingers and fo ur pretty 
girls adv ance fro m the half circle and, 
fav o ring me with a quartet o f killing 
smiles and a quartet o f co quettish glances 
fro m their bright, dark ey es, they co m­ 
mence to dance. 
An idea seems to pre­ 
v ail in Occidental minds that the Indian 
Nautch dance is a v ery naughty thing, 
but no thing is further fro m the truth. 
Of co urse, it can h<* made naughty , and, 
no do ubt, o ften is, but then so can many 
ano ther fo rm o f inno cent amusement. 
The pro per Nautch dance is a deco ro us 
and artistic perfo rmance when pro perly 
danced; the graceful mo tio ns and elegant 
pro po rtio ns o f the human fo rm, as re­ 
v ealed by lithe and graceful dancers, are 
to Ik: v iewed with an ey e purely artistic 
and critical as a Venus o r o ther pro duc­ 
tio n o f the sculpto r’s studio . 
Only the 
British matro n wo uld co nsider a Nautch 
dance in any degree indeco ro us. 
The 
fo ur dancers take the hem o f their red 
garment between the thumb and linger 
o f tli«* right hand, spreading ils ample 
fo lds into the figure o f an o pen fan by 
bringing the o utstretched arm almo st o n 
a lev el to tin* sho ulder. 
A mantle o f 
transparent muslin, fringed with silv er 
spangles, is wo rn abo ut the head and 
sho ulders in the same indescribably grace­ 
ful manner as the mantilla o f the » Span­ 
ish ecno rita. 
Raising a po rtio n o f this 
alo ft in the left hand and keeping the fan 
intact with the right, the dancers twirl 
aro und and change po sitio n with each 
o ther, their supple figures meanwhile as­ 
suming a v ariety o f graceful mo tio ns « and 
po stures fro m time to time. 
No w they 
imitate the spiral mo v ements o f a serpent 
climbing aro und and upward o n an im­ 
aginary po le; again they assume acharm- 
ing jHisture, their dusky co untenances 
half hidden in seeming co quetry behind 
tin* muslin mantle, the largo red fan 
wav ed gently to and fro , the feet unmo v ­ 
ing, hut the undulating mo tio ns o f the 
lio dy and the tremo r o f the limbs miHcing 
to jingle tin* t iny ankle bells. — India Co r.

stretch ridge after ridge fo r leagues be­ 
y o nd. 
Bey o nd the rugged and bro k* :i 
ranges to w ard the co ast the air is clo udy , 
and we an* unable to see the Pacific. The 
v aljo y s at o ur feet are so sm o ky th at the 
lo wer part o f o ur v iew is m uch limited. 
The v iew o f M o unt S hasta itself is grand 
bey o nd de-eriptio n. 
V e s t o f us, m o re 
than half a mile lo wer, an d tiv o o r three 
miles distant, is tho g reat crater o f the 
m o untain. 
Mo re th a n half o f tho great 
rim is y et intact—-w h a t is left o f a huge 
bo wl a mile in diam eter, who se si do seems 
to hav e been hurst o ut by its m o lten co n ­ 
tents. In o ther directio ns, fro m the sum ­ 
m it, great serrated ridges o f ro o k stretch 
do w n into the fo rest; while betw een them 
ev er narro w ing areas o f sno w extend fo r 
miles to m eet the trees, like guards 
to 
keep the green fro m infringing o n its 
w hite do main. 
Fro m o ur great lieight 
tho lo wer p art o f the sno w, steep tho ugh 
it really is, lo o ks nearly 
lev el, as do th e 
wo o ded slo pes and v alley s bey o nd; and a 
passing clo ud looks in tho sunshine like a 
white sheet spread on the da rk green 
ca rpet o f pints.— F. C. Freema n in Ov ei- 
land Mo nthly .
